By  way  of  introduction  to  new  members  -  a  brief  explanation  of  the 
College  system.     Craigdarroch  came  into  operation  in  1968  and  Lansdowne 
in  1969.     They  represent  an  attempt  by  the  University  to  give  students 
and  faculty  a  place  to  meet  in  an  environment  less  starkly  academic  than 
those  in  other  areas  of  the  campus. 

Membership  is  open  and  consists  of  some  1,300  students,  both  resident 
and  non-resident.     Twelve  members  of  the  College  are  then  elected  to  serve 
on  the  College  Council   (six  resident  and  six  non-resident).     These  twelve 
members  sit  on  the  College  Council  along  with  five  Fellows   (members  of  the 
faculty  appointed  to  the  position).     Under  the  guidance  of  the  Master  the 
business  of  the  College  is  handled  by  this  group.     Members  of  the  Council 
are  responsible  for  soc  hops,  dances,  speakers,  seminars,   College  affairs 
in  general  and  this  newsletter.     Volunteers  are  enlisted  for  work  on 
committees  under  the  direction  of  a  council  member.     A  great  deal  of  work 
is   involved  in  organizing  such  events  and  your  support   (either  through 
direct  help  or  attendance  at  the  functions)  will  be  much  appreciated. 

The  College  also  offers  other  sports  and  academic  facilities.  Among 
these  are  house  league  hockey,  ping-pong  tables,  dart  boards  and  a  shuffle- 
board  table.     Ping-pong  rackets,  balls,  darts,  etc.   are  available  in  the 
College  office.     The  College  also  has  a  library  and  study  rooms  available 
for  members'  use.   Also,   Frank  Hobbs  School  gym  is  available  Tuesdays,   7-10  p.m.
